When the government of British 
India closed the mints to the coinage 
əf silver in 1893, it was predicted that 
private enterprise would find a way 
of frustrating its intentions, Sir David | 
Barbour combated the idea and gave 
his reasons for believing that the 
measure would give rise to little or 
no illicit coining. The experience of 
the three following years seemed to 
justify his forecast, as nothing was 
detected in that direction, although 
the circulation of rupees was carefully 
observed. Matters, however, have as- 
sumed recently a different aspect. Ac- 
cording to one of the Indian papers, 
the net import of silver for those three 
years was 26,000,000 ounces, while for 
the famine year 1897-98 it has risen 
to over 44,000,000 ounces. With this 
enormous augmentation of the silver 
imports in one year there has been an 
increase of rupees in circulation, prin- 
cipally of the years 1840 and 1862. It 
now transpires that illicit coining is 
going on in India on an enormous 
scale, especially in the native states. 
Various explanations are given of the 
way these illicitly coined rupees get 
into circulation. . One is that the bazar . 
money lenders are the channel by | 
which they pass from the hands of the 
private coiners into public currency. 
It has been remarked that of late loans 
could be obtained in the bazars for 
short periods at several points below 
bank rates, and it is conjectured that 
this was done in consequence of the 
large supply of illicit rupees at the dis- 
posal of the money lenders that could 
be profitably employed at comparative- 
ly low rates. It is stated, on what 
seems good authority, that millions of 
illicitly coined rupees are now in cir- 
culation in India, turned out by stamp- 
ing machines imported from Australia, 
and so excellent is the workmanship 
on them that they defy detection even 
by the masters of the mints. For the 
present the Indian government is col- 
lecting information on the subject be- 
fore taking action to suppress the cir- 
culation of this illicitly coined money. 
The chief source of supply being the 
native states, it will be necessary to 
secure the co-operation of their rulers, 
which will be a delicate matter and 
not unlikely to lead to political com- 
plications.

As to the 
effect on the health of those using beef 
injected with the boraic acid, Professor 
Clark said it would be relatively harm- 
less, but the use of salicylic acid would 
be different and was prohibited by most 
European countries. If the meat ar- 
ticles were kept 24 hours after leaving 
the refrigerator the chemicals might 
retard putrefaction.

Ann Arbor has too Many Advantagss

The Evening News has been agitating 
the question of removing the Univer- 
sity to Detroit. When President Angeli 
heard of the plan of removing the U. of 
M. to Detroit, he expressed his disap- 
proval in vigorous terms. ‘‘Perfect non- 
sense,” he declared; ‘‘every once in so 
often someone will think up some ab- 
Surd plan like this. The university is 
here, and I’m in favor of letting it stay 
here to the end of time.” 

He even said that Ann <Arbor is a 
better place, anyhow, setting aside the 
undesirability of moving, and that the 
advantages so much talked of are small 
in comparison with the disadvantages. 

The only department with any special 
leaning toward the scheme seems to be 
the medical. Some of the doctors ad- 
mit guardedly that the hospital train- 
ing would be much improved. 

Prof. Richard Hudson, dean of the 
literary department, said that the re- 
ported feeling among members of the 
literary faculty in favor of removing 
the university to Detroit must be a 
matter of very isolated opinion. He 
thought that the suburban electric rail- 
way service between Detroit and Ann 
Arbor had made the removal more un- 
liely than before.

If Ann Arbor had a few more fac- 
tories like the Ann Arbor Organ Com- 
pany its fame. would not alone depend 
upon its University.

odd parish stands at the corner of- 
Queen Victoria and Friday streets, and i 
has not possessed a church since the | 
great fire of Londov. in 1666, when it 
was burned. down, with many more, 
never to be rebuilt. What we may well 
call the “surname” of the parish either 
is derived from some forgotten bene- 
factor whose name was attached to it, 
just as we find a neighboring parish 
called “St. Margaret Moses’ and an- 
other “St. Benet Fink,” or from some 
geographical peculiarity, which ac- 
counts for the names of “All Hallows, 
Honey-lane,” and “St. Mary, Old Fish- 
street-hill.” The need of these rather 
cumbrous identifications is . obvious 
when it is said that there were six or 
seven parishes of St. Mary in the city, 
together with other saints equally well 
represented. St. Mary Mounthaw was 
originally somewhat larger than now, 
but was reduced to its present tiny di- 
mensions when the clearances of house 
property were made for the construc- 
tion of Queen Victoria street, some 30 
years since,

Fruit Used to Prepare the Acidulous 
Drink to Cure Fevers. 

Cape Verde—that is, the Green Cape 
—is said to owe its name in part to 
the foliage of the Adamsonia digitata 
which adorns the whole of Senegambia 
and Guinea with its green elliptic 
arches; a full-grown tree presenting 
at a distance almost the appearance of 
a forest, says the Philadelphia Press. 
According to Adamson, trees are met 


with having a diameter of thirty feet, 


although the height of the tree is mod- 
erate, varying from fifty to sixty feet. 
The lower branches, however, shoot 
out to an incredibly length, at first in 
a horizontal direction. These are cov- 
ered with an immense foliage which, 
from its weight, causes them to bend 
toward the ground, and thus there is 
presented a huge hemispherical mass 
of verdure, 120, 140 or even 150 feet in 
diameter, and perhaps sixty feet in 
height. The fruit is an oblong, dull 
green, downy body, eight or nine 
inches long, containing several cells, 
in which there is a number of. hard 
shining seeds, immersed in a soft pulp, 
which is scarcely juicy. From this 
pulp the native negroes prepare an 
acidulous drink, much used in the fe-

PERPETUAL MOTION OR GHOSTS. 


One of the Two is Operating in the 
Hawkins House Water Meter, 

The facts which have lately come to 

the 


light in connection with meter 


which records the consumption of city 


water in the Hawkins House point 
strongly to one of two things. Hither 
the city water board has, it is supposed 
unknowingly, conceaied a perpetual mo- 
tion Machine in the water meter or a 
large and abie-bodied family of ghosts 
are dwelling in the hotel ceilar. A wa- 
ter meter is, by the generaily accepied 
definition, a contrivance to measure the 
iiow of water through a given pipe. 
The Hawkins House machine is, how- 
ever, an original or “advanced” thinker 
on the subject of its mission in the 
worid, and has decided that the inter- 
ests of his owner, the board, are to be 
looked after, regardless of moral or 
physical laws. In pursuance of this de- 
cision, then, the faithful meter grinds 
merrily away day and night, and 
measures galions and gallons of water 
when not even a drop passes through 
his pipes. 

When The Times reporter was in- 
formed yesterday that such a state of 
affairs existed, he was incredulous, so 
the proprietor of the house took a light 
and in.company with two others they 
repaired. to the cellar, positive orders 
being first given that no water was to 
be used in the hotel until the party re- 
turned. Notwithstanding the bath 
rooms, closets and faucets were all idle, 
the conscientious meter was plodding 
along, and at the end of one and a hali 
minutes was found to have regis:ered 
a flow of seven and a half gailons of 
water, which is five gallons per minute. 
Orders were then given that one fuucet 
be turned on, but the increase in che 
speed of the meter was hardsy notice- 
able. 3 

Mr. Lepper, the proprietor of the 
house, states that day and nigat, week 
days and Sundays, Christmas and New 
Year’s the meter registers a reguiar 
iow of five gailons per blnnuie. Tiere 
is, however, a legend current in inue 
kitchen and boiler room tnat a few 
weeks ago Mr. Lepper chiuced to 1e- 
mark in the presence of the meter that 
the council had lowered the wWaier rate 
a trifle, when straightway a loud cick, 
as if of disapproval, was, h-ard and tor 
at least five minutes che machine re- 
fused to work. 

An electrician who was present iu the 
hotel at the time of the testing of the 
meter, Offered an explanation of the 
Phenomenon. It is the custom of icle- 
phone companies to ground their wires 
upon gas and water niatas and it is en- 
lirely possible that the charge of elec- 
tricity would be of suttigient strength 
io alie*t the meters. The machine is 
quite a delicate piece vf mechanisi: 
and a comparatively ligat current of 
electrical fluid passing thvcugsn it might 
cause it to operate. 

As an additional evidence that there is 
something wrong, Mr. Lepper produced 
statements of the number of gallons of 
water charged up to the Hawkins 
House, of this city, and the Cook House, 
of Ann Arbor, for a given time. The 
average consumption of water by the 
Hawkins House was put at 8,500 gal- 
lons, while the Cook House, which pos- 
Sesses 32 more faucets, twice as many 
closets, four or five times as many bath 
rooms, does its own laundry work, 
where the Hawkins House sends in out, 
and which regularly shelters twice as 
many people, was called to account for 
but 3,000 gallons per day.

Peace Costs Something, Too. 

It has been said that peace hath her 
victories no less renowned than war. 
And it may be added that sometimes 
peace is almost as expensive as war 
itself. It is understood that $250,000 
has been placed in a Paris bank to the 
credit of the American peace commise 
sioners, and that the salaries and ex- 
penses of the commissioners, including 
those of the United States and Spain, 
will aggregate over $600,000. This, of 
course, includes the expenses of the 
peace commissions in Porto Rico and 
Cuba. It is a very large amount, but 
does not represent half of one day’s 
expenses of the United States during 
the height of the recent war.—Leslie’s 
Weekly.

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BOODLERS RULE SPAIN. 


Catalonia’s Complaint Against Politica! 
Cliques at Madrid. 

Not only are the traditions and cus- 
toms of Catalonia (and what is true 
of one province is true of the others) 
different from those of Castile, but the 
economic interests of each of these 
units which compose the Spanish 
state are occasionally opposed to each 
other. It is a mistake, therefore, to 
suppose that the abrogation of our 
special laws is a sentimental grievance. 
It is also a material loss which may be 
estimated in pesetas and céntimos. 
Administrative centralization means 
economic centralization, which in the 
case of Catalonia is tantamount to 
ruin. The few dozen greedy stump 
orators who compose the central gov- 
ernment garner in all the riches of the 
country for the purpose of “adminis- 
tering” it. And they do; but it never 
gets much beyond the point at which 
charity begins. Millions upon millions 
are collected for the army and navy, 
but are they spent on these defenses? 
Ask Toral in Santiago de Cuba, Ad- 
miral Cervera or General Augustin. 
Yet the money has gone somewhere. 
Politicians who came to Madrid with 
a carpetbag full of impedimenta a year 
or two ago possess palaces and country 
villas and extravagant mistresses to- 
day. But the soldiers have not leather 
boots that will keep Out the water! 
And Catalans pay more, far more, of 
that maladministered money than any 
other province of Spain. The govern-' 
ment appropriated the funds belonging 
to the churches, universities, hospitals, 
savings banks and pawnbrokers of the 
Kingdom on the ground that the capital 
was necessary to the- state, which 
would in future pay interest upon it. 
Perhaps it was necessary. Let that 
question pass. What the Catalans ob- 
ject to is that the capital has van- 
ished, no man knows whither, while 
the obligation to pay the interest re- 
mains, and the government is at its 
wits’ ends to find the means of dis- 
charging that obligation.—Contempo- 
rary Review.

WHY PRICES ARE FIRM. 


Reason for Steady Price of Overshoes and 
Rubbers. 


“There are lots of instances of cuts 
in the prices of shoes,” observed a 
shoe dealer to a Star reporter, “and 
judging from the advertisements, 
there are more shoes sold at marked 
down than at regular prices, but. it 
will be noticed that there are: never 
any cuts or marked-down attach- 
ments in connection with rubber 
shoes. The reason for this is there is 
no competition in the rubber shoe 
trade. While there are many hundred 
concerns which manufacture shoes in 


all sections of the country, all the rub- | 


bers sold in the United States are 
made by just fourteen establishments, 
which are organized into a trust, thus 
regulating the amount of stock that is 
to be made, and each concern gets its 
allotted share of the business. It is 
easily seen, therefore, why there are 
no marked-down prices. 
be no mark-downs unless a dealer de- 
sires to make them at his own loss, 
which is not likely, natural, or reason- 
able, because he can not replenish his 
stock except by paying the combina- 
tion prices. Some years ago there was 
as much competition almost in the 
rubber shoe trade as in the leather 
shoe trade, and when a dealer man- 
aged to get a big stock at low prices, 
he, in turn, could afford to sell accord- 
ingly. But the manufacturers stopped 
all this by going into a combination in 
which each of the concerns interested 
is allowed to make just so much goods 
in each year, and all charge the same 
price for the same character of goods. 
In other words, there is an end to 
competition and the consequent mark- 
ed-down or cut prices as far as rubber 
shoes are concerned. This combina- 
tion of interests is to be run to the 
end of the year 1900 and the indica- 
tions are it will be renewed, for the 
experience has been that it has paid 
handsomely, whereas, competition 
proved to be for several years rather 
disastrous to all concerned except the 
consumer. But, as in almost every-

When The Times reporter was in- 
formed yesterday that such a state of 
aifairs existed, he was incredulous, so 
the proprietor of the house took a light 
and in.company with two others they 
repaired. to the cellar, positive orders 
being first given that no water was to 
be used in the hotel until the party re- 
turned.

Mr. Lepper, the proprietor of the 
house, states that day and nigat, week 
days and Sundays, Christmas and New 
Year’s the meter registers a reguiar 
ilow of five gailons per biluure.

The machine 1s 
quite a delicate. piece wf mechanisis 
and a comparatively ligat current of 
electrical fluid passing thvcugn it might 
cause it to operate. 

As an additional evidence that there is 
something wrong, Mr. Lepper produced 
statements of the number of gallons of 
water charged up to the Hawkins 
House, of this city, and the Cook House, 
of Ann Arbor, for a given time. The 
average consumption of water by the 
Hawkins House was put at 8,500 gal- 
lons, while the Cook House, which pos- 
sesses 32 more faucets, twice as many 
closets, four or five times as many bath 
rooms, does its own laundry work, 
where the Hawkins House sends in out, 
and which regularly shelters twice as 
many people, was called to account for 
but 3,000 gallons per day.

Peace Costs Something, Too. 

It has been said that peace hath her 
victories no less renowned than war. 
And it may be added that sometimes 
peace is almost as expensive as war 
itself. It is understood that $250,000 
has been placed in a Paris bank to the 
credit of the American peace commise- 
sioners, and that the salaries and ex- 
penses of the commissioners, including 
those of the United States and Spain, 
will aggregate over $600,000. This, of 
course, includes the expenses of the 
peace commissions in Porto Rico and 
Cuba. It is a very large amount, but 
does not represent half of one day’s 
expenses of the United States during 
the height of the recent war.—Leslie’s 
Weekly.
